EDITORLAL NOTES.
The House of Delegates, at the recent meeting

of the State Society, acted on some matters of
considerable importance to county

THE COUNTY societies, and these should be given
SOCIETIES. careful consideration. The By-

Laws were amended so as to make
the fiscal year of the Society from January 1st to
December 31st, in order to simplify the business.
The assessment upon component societies no
longer covers a period of from one meeting to the
next, but will be for the given fiscal year, will be
due in Januarv, and must be paid before the first of
April. The official membership for anv vear shall
be the actual membership, in good standing, on
the 1st day of January of such year. In other
words, the By-Laws, as they now stand, require
that each county society secretary shall make his
annual report of membership as early in January
as possible, and in that report shall give the actual
membership on the first day of January. Proper
blanks will be issued by the secretary of the State
Society, for making these reports. The assess-
ment was fixed by the delegates at $2.00 per
member for the year 1906, so that every secretary
of a component society will know exactly the
amount of the assessment of his society for that
year ($2.00 for each member on the roll on Janu-
ary 1st, 1906), and this amount should be sent in
with the list of members, or as soon thereafter as
possible. These changes were made in order to

systematize the business of the Society, which is
now considerable, and is rapidly growing and
expanding. All members should bear in mind the
fact that in order to conduct the business of the
Society in a proper manner, every detail must be
looked after, and the work must be systematized.

The H-Iouse of Delegates also passed a resolu-
tion earnestly requesting all component societies

to elect their officers and dele-
ELECTION OF gates in December or January;
OFF IC ERS. preferably December. This is

simply in line with the general
movement to straighten out details. If the fiscal
year of the State Society is from January to De-
cember, it will be a great convenience to have the
fiscal year of county societies correspond; or at
any rate, to have the term of office of the officers
of such societies conform thereto. For instance,
take the matter of compiling the list of delegates
to the State Society: Some component societies
now elect their delegate or delegates as late as
April, and consequently the list of delegates can-
not be made up and closed until just a few days
before the time for the annual meeting. The sec-
retary of the State Society therefore adds his
plea to that of the House of Delegates, and most
earnestly requests component societies to elect
their officers and delegates in December.

All county societies are requested by the State
Society, through its House of Delegates, to con-

sider the "question of the com-
TUBERCULOSIS pulsory notification of tubercu-
NOTIFICATION. losis, for the purpose of thor-

oughly discussing the subject
and suggesting the best method of making this
effective, and indicating the class of cases that
should be notifiable." The portion in quotation
marks is a transcript of the official minutes. The
subject came before the Society at the second gen-
eral session, in the address of the President, and
when the report of the Committee on Tuberculosis
was presented and discussed. The President
strongly urged notification; the committee did not
touch upon the matter in its report. The question
is now before all county societies, and should be
discussed by them. Shall compulsory notification
of tuberculosis be required, as in scarlet fever,
diphtheria, etc., and if so, what class of cases shall
be considered as indicating the necessity for
rotifying the health authorities of the existence of
the disease? All component societies are respect-
ftully urged to take up this matter as soon as pos-
sible, and to notify the secretary of the State
Societv of their action in regard to it. The tuber-
culosis problem is a large one, and our Committee
on Tuberculosis has done a considerable amount
of excellent work; they now need the assistance
of all county societies, and this aid should be
promptly extended to the committee. Therefore,
please bring the question before your county
society as soon as possible, and have it thoroughly
discussed.
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taches to the filing of annual reports. For this pur-
pose the secretary has introduced certain amend-
ments to the By-Laws, which, if adopted, will ma-
terially simplify this phase of his work:

If the fiscal year of the Society is made from Janu-
ary 1st to December 31st, and if county societies are
required to file the official list of members as of the
1st of January, a considerable amount of confusion
will be averted.
The secretary would most respectfully recommend

that all component societies be requested to elect
their officers and delegates in either December or
January, so that the returns showing the newly elect-
ed officers may be filed at the beginning of the year.

All but 10 members-at-large have, during the year,
joined component societies, and of these, 6 have ap-
plied for membership in various component societies,
and consequently only the following names are auto-
matically dropped from the list of members of the
State Society on this date: F. 0. Chamberlain, Geo.
W. Dwinnell, G. F. Hanson and E. H. Mattner.
During the year delinquent dues were received from

a number of members. Those still on record as de-
linquent being the following: Dr. W. F. Osmun, San
Francisco, $5; Dr. M. Strunsky, San Francisco, $5; Dr.
Jos. Von Werthern, San Francisco, $3; Dr. J. Cal-
landreau (France), $3; Dr. L. R. Webster, $3; Dr. A. S.
Adler, San Francisco, $3; Dr. I. E. Cohn, Napa, $3;
Dr. Campbell Ford, San Francisco, $5; Dr. S. B.
Kobicke, San Francisco, $3; Dr. A. P. Woodward, San
Francisco, $10.
The question of permanent members Is still one

that introduces complications. One permanent mem-
ber (Dr. Cluness) was elected an honorary member
of the Sacramento Society for Medical Improvement,
and one (Dr. Harrison Neal) an honorary member of
San Luis Obispo County Society. Neither of these
societies, however, has remitted the assessment for
its member of this class, and In the case of the Sacra-
mento Society, his name does not appear upon the
official list of members. It would seem desirable to
take some definite action in this matter, so that the
accounts may be kept straight.
The flnancial statement shows a very satisfactory

condition, considering the large amount of work that
has been done during the year. Effort has been made
to segregate the various items of expense, and charge
them to those accounts within which they may
properly fall. There are certain items of expense,
however, that cannot be distributed. For Instance,
all expenses attached to the card-file of physicians
have been charged to the Register account, and It Is
largely owing to this fact that the Register account
shows a deficit. We have endeavored, however, to
counterbalance this charge in the future by securing
orders for copies of the Register by mail, and I take
pleasure In reporting that a considerable number have
already been secured, and that they are coming in
from Washington and Oregon with a satisfactory
degree of regularity.
During the session of the legislature, the secretary

mailed to each officer of the State Society and to the
president and secretary of every component society,
from time to time, a circular letter giving, briefly, In-
formation relative to measures pending before the
legislature. No great effort wa,s required from the
component societies throughout the state to secure
the non-passage of those bills which dealt more or
less- directly with medical legislation. The general
feeling of the legislators seemed to be one of confi-
dence In the reasonableness of existing legislation,
and an absence of any desire to legislate against the
expressed conservative opinion of the State Society.
The question of the relation of the State Society

to so-called lodge or contract practice has been raised
several times during the year by component societies,
notably, Santa Barbara and Sonoma County Societies.
Santa Clara County Society has made formal re-

quest that your honorable body rule upon the eligibil-
ity of homeopathic or eclectic physicians who may

be members of homeopathic or eclectic medical so-
cieties to become members of component societies of
the Medical Society of the State of California.
The office equipment has been added to during the

past year only in one particular. In January a mimeo-
graph was purchased, its acquisition being made nec-
essary by the plan to send out circular letters, as al-
ready indicated in this report. The office, however,
is sadly in need of filing cases and several other small
pieces of furniture.
Attached to this report are two documents-a state-

ment of the membership of the Society, and a detailed
report of the financial condition of the Society on
April 1, 1905. The present system of accounting went
into effect on May 1, 1904, so that the present report
includes only 11 months of the year. The accounts
for April of last year were audited and found correct
by the auditing committee at the time that the present
system commenced, May 1, 1904. If the amendments
recommended are adopted by this House of Delegates,
the next report can show the financial condition from
January 1st to December 31st, 1905, and can sum-
marize the business affairs of the Society from Janu-
ary 1st, 1906, to the time of the meeting, and subse-
quent reports will cover each fiscal year. Respectfully
submitted, PHILIP MILLS JONES, Secretary.

Gynecology.-By HENRY J. GARRIGUES, A. M., M. D.,

New York. Published by J. B. Lippincott Com-
pany, Philadelphia. Price, cloth bound, $3.00.

The first quarter of the book deals with general
considerations, while the last three-quarters is de-
voted to special conditions. This work is intended for
students, and only aims to set forth essentials without
being in any way exhaustive. It is exceedingly well
written, clear and concise: In many respects it is an
ideal text-book for students, being brief, logical and
practical. Some of the subjects, however, are treated
with dangerous brevity. This can be best illustrated
by reference to the chapter on "Diseases of the
Perineumi." Here the structure of the pelvic floor is
admirably illustrated by four plates, but only the ex-
perienced gynecologist would understand the full sig-
nificance of these plates without explanatory text.
This chapter, to fulfill the needs of a good text-book,
should briefly but adequately describe the muscular
and fascial construction of the pelvic floor; should
demonstrate clearly the relatively greater importance
of some of these parts, and should show in the opera-
tions demonstrated that great mechanical principles
of construction were being carried out. The failure
to do this makes this chapter dangerously weak. It
is a few such weak spots as illustrated by this chapter
that detract greatly from the value of this work,
which, with a few well-chosen additions, would make
a splendid text-book. W. F. B. W.

Memorial Meeting to the Memory of the Late
Dr. N. S. Davis.

The Society for the Study of Inebriety and Alcohol
will hold a memorial service to the life and work of
Dr. Davis at Portland, Ore., on the evening of July

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IN an address on Pulmonary Tuber-
culosis read at the State Medical
Association, W a c o, Texas,

Professor David R. Fly, A.M., M.D.,
stated: "The chief medium of con-
tagion is the atmosphere impregnated
with dry particles of sputum expecto-
rated upon sidewalks, flooring, bed
or clothes, etc. It is obvious, then,
that those engaged in making beds,
sweeping and dusting rooms occupied
by tuberculous patients, are most ex-
posed. This danger) however, can
be materially lessened by sprinkling
the rooms with a solution of Platt's
Chlorides, one part to ten of water."

The cuspidor should be washed
out daily with boiling water, and a
mixture of one part Platt's Chlorides
and four of water kept constantly in
it to receive the sputum.
